28rd Conference of FID

Documentation of Applied Chemistry 


The Honorary Secretary of the International Union 
of Pure and Applied Chemistry (IUPAC), referring to 
the information given in ,,Informations FID” 1957 no. 2 
under ,,Forthcoming events”, informs us that no decision 
has yet been taken as to the 2nd International Congress 
on Documentation of Applied Chemistry; it will not be 
run by IUPAC although it will be stimulated and 
patronized by IUPAC. 

The 16th International Congress of Pure and Applied 
Chemistry and the 19th Conference of IUPAC are being 
held in Paris from 18-24 July 1957 (not from 16-25 July). 


Automobile Documentation 


The International Committee for Automobile Docu- 
mentation (ICAD) a joint committee of FISITA and 
FID will meet at Van Doorne’s Automobielfabriek, 
Eindhoven, Netherlands, on May 9 and 10, 1957. 

On May 8th the delegates will meet at The Hague, 
where a reception by the Secretary General of FID and 
an exchange of views with the information officers of 
the cooperating centres for automobile documentation 
in the Netherlands will take place. 

The purpose of ICAD is to modernize automobile 
classification procedure, ccordination of abstracting 
work, furtherance of improvements in the shape and 
lay-out of trade journals and setting up of uniform 
automobile specification cards. 

In Eindhoven ICAD will also discuss the possibility of 
holding in June 1958 in Paris a first international meeting 
of all librarians and documentalists engaged in the field 
of automobile engineering and trade on the occasion of 
the eighth FISITA-congress.

MEETINGS HELD 


Editorial Board for the ,,Review of Documentation” 


The Editorial Board met in The Hague on March 29. 
The three language editors and a few correspondents 
were present at the meeting. It was agreed to propose 
to the Bureau of FID that it should submit the present 
composition of the Board for final approval by the 
Council. 

Various improvements for the layout were accepted;

proposals for a publicity campaign were submitted to 
the Bureau. 

It was suggested to have a preliminary Conference 
of editors of periodicals carrying abstracts on docu- 
mentation during this year’s FID Conference in Paris. 
The proposal was submitted to the Bureau. 


Bureau and Committee of Ways and Means 


These met in The Hague on March 30 and 31. Eleven 
members were present. Final arrangements for ac- 
quiring legal status as an internationai body were made. 
The financial accounts per 3lst December 1956 and the 
estimate of budget for 1957 were discussed in detail. 

The total cost of preparation of the Manual on Docu- 
ment Reproduction and Selection necessitated a higher 
sales price. It was decided that the Manual should be 
sold at 100,— Dutch guilders as per 1st of May 1957. 
In the autumn of this year it should be decided whether 
a separate volume on ,,selection” only should be made 
available. 

The Bureau approved the procedure now followed in 
preparing the manuscript for the 4th edition of the 
Index Bibliographicus. A working manuscript for Vol. I 
(science and technology) will appear soon. A partial 
manuscript for Vol. II (social sciences) was distributed 
in November last year; a supplementary manuscript 
will appear soon, as well as a manuscript for Vol. III 
(humanities). Upon publication each volume will be 
available separately. 

The Bureau also discussed the preparation of a 
Manual for users of the UDC, the final arrangements 
for the trilingual abridged edition of the UDC and for 
a list of national standards,on documentation, and the 
preparation of a revised bibliography of bibliographies 
of periodicals. 

A proposal from the Rapporteur of FID/I ,,Infor- 
mation services” for preparing a list of lists of in- 
formation services was discussed in detail. It was felt 
that detailed lists of services should be prepared on the 
national level or by specialized international bodies, 
whereas FID should only list available directories. 

The proposals submitted by the Editorial Board for 
the Review of Documentation which had met the day 
before were accepted. 

It was decided to print the manuscript on abbrevia- 
tions used in Russian literature if enough advance sub- 
scriptions would be received. The list will mention the 
abbreviations, the complete Russian term and the trans- 
lations in Italian, French, German and English. It was 
considered that this publication would be of immense 
value to all who have to study Russian texts. 

The comments of national members of FID on the 
resolutions passed at the Congress in Brussels in Sep- 
tember 1955 were discussed and the necessary follow-up 
will be given. 

The outline for the 23rd Conference of FID in Paris in 
September this year was fixed. Committees will meet 
from September 16 to 19 (they could start earlier), the 
Council meeting on September 19 to 21, the General 
Assembly on September 21. (IFLA would meet in Paris 
from September 23 to 26). 

The Bureau proposed to have a Council meeting and 
a. meeting of the General Assembly in which some 
lectures on the FID should be given in the USA in the 
autumn of 1958 on the occasion of the International 
Conference on Scientific Information to be held in 
Washington.

Panel 11, Physics, of the British Standards Institution 
met in October 1956. The panel acts as Working Group 
for UDC 539.1 Nuclear, atomic and molecular physics of 
FID/C 53. The panel worked in close contact with the 
Japanese panel. A draft for more detailed subdivisions 
of 539.1 as agreed up till now (see PE 597 or Extensions 
and Corrections to the UDC Series 2 no. 6) was prepared 
and submitted to specialists. The proposed subdivisions 
concern 539.12 Elementary particles, 539.14 Nucleus 
and 539.17 Nuclear reactions. 


FID PUBLICATIONS 


Selection of documents 


Chapter 7, Selection, of the FID Manual on Document 
Reproduction and Selection finally appeared in March 
1957. It has been sent to all buyers who already received 
Part I and chapter 81 of Part II. A few texts will follow 
in the course of this year, mainly French texts to 
articles of which the English text has now been sent.

Supplements of over 40 pages each year were published 
in 1954, 1955 and 1956, per year 9,60 Dutch guilders. 
These are not included in the Manual quoted at 80,— 
or 100,— guilders. Back numbers are still available. 





Without a subscription to the annual Supplements 
giving information on new apparatus, recent litera- 
ture and new processes, the Manual would soon loose 
its value. Buyers who have overlooked the subscrip- 
tion service should subscribe now. 











Binders A, B and C are supplied free of charge; they 
will accomodate all texts published so far. New texts 
may soon make it necessary to have an additional binder 
D; this binder is available at the price of 5,— Dutch 
guilders. .

Index Bibliographicus 


The preparation of the fourth edition is in an advanced 
stage. A draft manuscript for Volume I (science and 
technology) is now being prepared by Aslib. A partial 
draft manuscript for Volume II (social sciences), pre- 
pared by the General Secretariat of FID, covering 16 
countries was sent to National Members in November 
1956. Comments were received from a few countries; 
together with new material from 6 countries it will be 
published in a second part of the draft manuscript. Also 
in preparation, and due to go out shortly, is a draft ma- 
nuscript for Volume III (humanities) covering about 23 
countries. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


International organizations 


The 6th edition of the Yearbook of International Or- 
ganizations 1956/57 was published by the Union of In- 
ternational Associations, Palais d’Egmont, Brussels, 
Belgium, in. February 1957. Whereas the 5th edition 
1954/55 had an English text, the 6th edition is in French, 
Annuaire des Organisations Internationales, conse- 
quently the descriptions of the scope and activities of 


the organizations are in French, but adequate indexes 
in English are added. _ 

The general arrangement of the Yearbook is the same 
as in the preceding edition, falling into 2 sections: inter- 
governmental and international non-governmental or- 
ganizations. National organizations having consultative 
status with the Economic and Social Council of the 
United Nations and addresses of national institutes of 
international affairs are added. 

The present edition covers 136 intergovernmental 
bodies and 980 international non-governmental organi- 
zations. A list of the initials of international organiza- 
oy is again added. The price of the Yearbook is $ 10 or 

s. 


National lending library 


It has been decided to establish a National Lending 
Library for Science and Technology on the outskirts of 
London under the jurisdiction of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. Its job will be to 
assist inquirers, through the information centers or 
other facilities available to them, to discover what 
literature exists and to assist them in obtaining what 
is unavailable locally. 

To effect this it will acquire scientific and technologi- 
cal literature, especially serials, in multiple copies if 
need be, fur purposes of lending. Its collections will be 
organized on the basis of frequency of use. It will take 
over some parts of the collections of the Science Mu- 
seum Library, which now serves as a lending library 
but which thereafter will serve more narrowly the Im- 
perial College of Sciences and Technology, now under 
development. 

An index of the demand for such a lending service is 
furnished by the record of demands upon the Science 
Museum Library: 105,052 in 1955. It is anticipated that 
the lending service will be by mail. Automation is con- 
templated for the procedures of acquisition, checking 
in of serial parts, binding etc. Present plans aim at a 
collection of originals rather than of microfacsimiles, 
although the latter will be taken in stride.

The Library Association, Chaucer House, Malet Place, 
London WC 1, issues a monthly series of Special Subject 
Lists, primarily intended for the use of reference li- 
brarians in public libraries. They deal with topical sub- 
jects, either of a technical or a general nature. The an- 
nual subscription is 12 s., individual copies may be ob- 
tained at either 1 s. 3 d., or 2 s. 6 d. according to the size 
of the list. Subject lists still in stock are: no. 9 United 
States Presidency, no. 11 Special steels, no. 13 Church 
unity 1948-56, no. 14 Phototypesetting, no. 15 (issued in 
January 1957) Malta. 

After a short introduction the ,,Malta” list gives a 
general bibliography of 21 titles, a bibliography of 18 
titles on history, 25 on political questions and admini- 
stration, and 13 on economics and finance. 


Library Association N.W. Branch

ciation in the United Kingdom. In 1897 the N.W. Branch 
inaugurated a Summer School for Assistant librarians;

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Classification of Metallurgy 


Members of the Verein Deutscher Eisenhiittenleute, 
the French Iron and Steel Documentation Centre and the 
Associazione Italiana di Metallurgia met in Diisseldorf 
in October 1956 to discuss the adoption of a common 
classification of metallurgy by CECA countries. At the 
end of the meeting delegates declared themselves ready 
to agree on a common classification, even if this meant 
some sacrifice and changes in their present set-up. Cer- 
tain characteristics of the common classification were 
agreed upon; after studying the problem results and 
comments would be exchanged and a further meeting 
held. Professor Scortecci, of the Instituto Siderurgico 
Finsider, is keeping the American Society of Metals 
informed on developments.

On organise actuellement un systéme de cartes per- 
forées, qui comprendra 20.000 cartes concernant toute la 
documentation recueillie au cours des années passées. 
On prévoit que ce chiffre s’accroitra de 6.000 cartes par 
an. Un second systéme de fiches sera prochainement mis 
au point, qui donnera de courts extraits et des descrip- 
tions de chaque document, en plus des indications biblio- 
graphiques.
